Moslem Mob LynchesTwo 
Europeans Near Algiers 


Will Present 
-and To U.S. 


The Gettysburg Batt Wield 
Preservation Association wall 
present 55 acres of land in 
the Devils Den-Emmitsburg 
Rd. area to the National Park 
Service Thursday morning. 
Formal presentation of the 
deed to the former Wolf farm 
w ill take place at 10:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning in the office 
of Secretary of the Interior 
Stewart Udall, in Washington. 
Major William Haller, presi­ 
dent of the preservation as­ 
sociation, will make the for­ 
mal presentation to Secretary 
Udall. 
This is the first purchase 
made by the Preservation As­ 
sociation. The land extends to 
within about 50 feet of Devil’s 
Den. It is part of the ground 
over which Texas. Georgia and 
other Southern troops moved 
on July 2. 1863 to attack Little 
Round Top and Devil’s Den 
area. Some of the heaviest 
fighting along the U.S. Third 
Corps front took place in the 
area.

ALGIERS 'AP) - A Moslem 
mob lynched two Europeans near 
Algiers Sunday as the Algerian 
nationalist command warned the 
French to take stronger steps 
against 
the 
European 
Secret 
Army Organization. 
The Secret Army Organization 
is known as the OAS. 
In the first act of mass Moslem 
violence since the March 19 cease­ 
fire, enraged youths stopped a car 
in the Maison Carr?, industrial 
suburb nine miles southeast of 
Algiers. They dragged out the 
three men inside, beat them with 
rocks and sticks and set the car 
afire. Two of the Europeans were 
killed and the third critically in 
jured. 
4 OTHERS KILLED 
Elsewhere in Algeria white ter­ 
rorists killed four Moslems and 
wounded 28. 
Secret army terrorists driving 
through 
Moslem 
suburbs 
have 
shot down Moslem civilians nearly 
every day since the cease-fire. At 


least 250 Moslems have perished 
in Algiers alone. The terrorists 
are trying to provoke the Moslems 
into reprisals on a civil war scale 
that will block Algeria’s advance 
toward independence. 
Since the cease-fire, the Mo* 
lems have mostly heeded admoni 
tions by nationalist leaders to 
stay calm despite violence against 
them. 
Impatient over the continuing 
secret arm y terrorism, the nation 
alist command issued a sharp 
warning from its Tunis head­ 
quarters for France to show more 
energy in breaking the right-wing 
European resistance to Algerian 
independence.

In the same period, total 
school costs jumped 20$ per 
cent. 
Classes that were in the 
First end Second Grades a 
decade ago—and now should 
be in Grades ll and 12 in 
high school—have had their 
numbers depleted by 30 to 40 
per cent. The heaviest drop­ 
out 
occurred 
during 
their 
high school years, the statis­ 
tical tables show. 
Total enrollment in county pub­ 
lic schools has soared to a new 
high of 9,379 in the current year, 
an increase of 2,258 in IO years. 
Where there were three pupils, 
there are four now.

PARIS (AP' — A new French 
Cabinet under Premier Georges 
Pompidou took office today with 
all the key ministers in Michel 
Debne’s 
government 
retaining 
their johs. 
No new parties were represent­ 
ed in Pompidou’s Cabinet and the 
Gaullist Union for a New Republic 
remained dominant with 12 of the 
22 posts. 
Pompidou, longtime confidant of 
President Charles de Gaulle, has 
no political affiliataion. He gave u 
his job as general director of the 
Rothschild bank to take over from 
Debre. 
Debre resigned Saturday after 
three years and three months as 
premier. This is a postwar record, 
but under the new French consti­ 
tution it is much harder to topple 
a government than before. 
EXPRESSES THANKS 
Debre said he had felt free to 
step down since the basis of a 
settlement of the Algerian inde- 


warmly thanked the outgoing pre­ 
mier for his loyal efforts and 
wished him well. 
There were reports, however, 
that the two men did not agree 
on the question of early parlia­ 
mentary elections. Debre favored 
elections in May in view of De 
Gaulle’s popularity because of the 
ending of the Algerian war De 
Gaulle reportedly felt the present 
Assembly would carry on his pro­ 
gram.

Thomas, called Didymus, which signifies a twin, has 
come to be known as the embodiment of man s doubt. 
Although he readily became one of the disciples of 
Jesus, he was never fully aware of the Master’s real 
identity and power. 
Countless times Thomas had witnessed Jesus’ answers 
to all the questions put I lim by a curious multitude. I Ie 
had witnessed the miracles, and had heard Jesus say, 
“Said I not unto thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, 
thou shoulder see the glory of G od.” 
But believing came hard to Thomas. Tile doubting 
apostle evidently regarded Jesuv as a man with unusual 
powers of suggestion, by which I Ie controlled the minds 
of others, and consequently their bodies. 
He remained quietly observant during the days of his 
association with Jesus. Secretly, he was convinced that 
a logical, reasoning mind would require more proof than 
a Carpenter would he able to provide that He and God 
were one, and that I Ie spoke the truth. 
T o T homas, T ruth was what could he known, not 
s o m e t h i n g deeply intuited or inwardly sensed and 
experienced. 
H e was not satisfied even with the testimony of his 
eyes and his ears. He had to add die proof of his hands 
as well. 
I Ie never learned the great spiritual truth— that a man 
cannot sec what he does not believe. 
All the while that Jesus talked of His Kingdom to 
come, a Kingdom not of this world,” Thomas dreamed 
of a tangible, substantial, political realm on earth.

Khrushchev’* answer, in a note 
distributed by I be Soviet news 
agency Tass and broadcast by 
Moscow radio, declared that the 
Soviet Union could not accept the 
Western plan because Russia re­ 
fused to permit “unhampered In­ 
telligence” over its territory. 
Instead, Khrushchev urged the 
Western powers to show more 
trust in the Soviet Union and ac­ 
cept its proposals for an unpoliced 
test ban treaty. Otherwise, he de 
dared, 
"the implementation of 
y o u r declared decision to hold 
tests compel* us to prepare and 
hold tests of our nuclear weap­ 
ons 
"And in the future, your holding 
of nuclear weapon tests under­ 
ground or in the atmosphere, in 
space or underwater, will force 
the Soviet Union to hold tests of 
it* own nuclear weapons so that 
the defense 
of the Sov iet bloc 
, would he at an appropriate 
level,” the statement said, 
At the 17-nation disarmament 
conference in Geneva. Britain also 
spoke of what it called the So­ 
viet nuclear weapons advantage 
ained from the Soviet tests last 
fall.

U.S. SUGGESTS 
4 IDEAS FOR 
BERLIN TALKS

WASHINGTON (A P)-T he Unit­ 
ed State* is reported to have put 
before its Western 
Allies four 
weeping ideas for possible U.S.- 
Soviet negotiations on Berlin, in­ 
cluding* a proposal for creation ol 
an international authority to op­ 
erate West Berlin supply lines 
with participation by East Ger­ 
many. 
The three other proposals cir­ 
culated 
to 
London, 
Bonn 
and 
Paris earlier last week in prep­ 
aration for new Berlin talks with 
Moscow are: 
1. The issuance of nonaggres­ 
sion declarations by the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
the Communist Warsaw Pact to­ 
gether with guarantees against 
violation by either side of exist­ 
ing borders and boundary lines on 
the cold war frontiers in Europe. 
PRESERVE SECURITY 
The nonviolation pledge would 
have the effect of permitting both 
side* to preserve the security of 
existing demarcation lines, includ­ 
ing the frontier between Germany 
and 
Poland. 
This would 
meet 
Soviet insistence on securing the 
Polish froontier, U S. officials hop 
while preserving the Western po­ 
sition that such boundaries can be 
finally determined only in a Ger­ 
man peace treaty. 
2. An agreement among the nu­ 
clear powers not to supply nuclear 
weapons to any ccuntry not now 
possessing them. This is evidently 
designed to meet a Soviet demand 
for Western guarantees against 
West Germany’s becoming a nu­ 
clear power. It would not, how­ 
ever. rule out the possibility of 
providing 
nuclear 
weapons 
to 
NATO or of maintaining on the 
territory of NATO allies nuclear 
forces controlled by the United 
States. 
PLACED BEFORE REDS 
3. The establishment of com­ 
mittees of East and West Ger­ 
mans to deal with practical prob­ 
lems arising between the two 
German states. 
Washington informants said all 
four of the major proposals set 
forth in the working paper now 
before the Allies already have 
been taken up with Soviet offL 
rials in previous U.S.-Soviet dis­ 
cussions on Berlin. The Soviet re­ 
sponse so far is described as one 
of lukewarm interest, but Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk report­ 
edly feels that the proposals ref* 
resent hopeful and practical lines. 
Rusk plans to begin a new 
series of Berlin talks here Mon­ 
day w ith Soviet Ambassador Ana­ 
toly F. Dobrynin. Some talks also 
moy be held with officials in 
Moscow 
by 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
Llewellyn E, Thompson. 
The Berlin situation is expec*ed 
to be discussed by President Ken­ 
nedy and British Prime Minister 
Harold MacmiHan when they con­ 
fer here and at Kennedy's Glen 
Ora estate in Virginia the week­ 
end of April 28-29.
